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Woody To Sidelines

Woody Hayes named the 
new athletic director of Saint 
Joseph’s College? Yep, Puma 
sports fans, that’s the first 
in a whole air sickness bag 
full of athletic department 
news bulletins this April 
Fool’s edition holds for you. 

Students returning next fall 
may have a hard time recog- 
nizing some of the develop- 
ments, but one they can’t 
miss is good ol’ Woody 
tromping up and down the 
sidelines in the fall as he 
handles his other newly-es- 
tablished responsibility of 
head football coach. 

Woody promises Puma 
football fans that an exciting 
season lies ahead and that 
,he brings several unique ad- 
vantages to the SJC gridiron. 
First, opponents will not 
dare intercept a Puma pass, 
lest they be run out of bounds 
in front of the Puma bench 
and have to explain their 
athletic indiscretion to Woody. 

Second, game officials will 
carefully avoid calling penal- 
ties against SJC, since they 
do not wish to have the side- 
line markers tom up, the 
scoreboard set afire or to 
have sideline photographers’ 
cameras hurled onto the 
playing field. Lastly, if the 
Pumas should lose a game, 
the media will not divulge 
such a secret and post-game 
press conferences will be can- 
celled in interests of peace. 


Woody’s athletic director- 
ship comes as a one-year 
appointment. To make room 
for him, current athletic di- 
rector Richard Scharf will be 
on an all-expense-paid one- 
year sabbatical during which 
he will join the PGA men’s 
tour to pick up pointers from 
the professionals that he will 
subsequently pass along to 
the Puma golf squad. 

In addition, Scharf will 
conduct research on an essay 
he will deliver next fall to 
Core VII on that well-known 
PGA golf principle: “Never 
let your game interfere with 
your score.” To make room 
for Hayes on the gridiron, 
the current football coaching 
staff will be on a no-expense- 
paid sabbatical to the famed 
Ronald McDonald School of 
Remedial Football Coaching 
in Tubbs Comer, Iowa. 

Success for winning coaches 
also brings its proper rewards, 
even if the coach involved 
objects to those rewards. Such 
is the case in men’s basket- 
ball, where SJC head man 
George Waggoner has been 
named a part-time advisor to 
the basketball teams at UCLA 
and the University of Miami. 

Stipulations of the agree- 
ment are that Waggoner will 
coach the Pumas next winter 
except on days when Indiana 
blizzards rake our neighbor- 
ing cornfields.

Head tennis coach Father 
Ambrose Ruschau continues 
as head coach of men’s and 
women’s tennis, but he has 
accepted additional duties as 
protocol advisor to tennis pro 
Hie Nastase, whose tempera- 
ment rivals that of a typhoid 
germ.
